Construction  on  Southern  Missionary 
College's  new  Home  Economics  build- 
ing is  proceeding  as  scheduled,  accord- 
ing to  Charles  Fleming,  Jr.,  general 
manager  for  finance  and  development. 

The  two-level  building,  to  be  ready 
for  occupancy  this  August,  was  de- 
signed by  B  &  N  Architects  of  Chatta-- 
nooga.  The  interior  decor  and  layout 
,ire  being  designed  by  SMC  alumnus 
Ellen  Zollinger,  who  is  completing  re- 
quirements for  the  master's  degree  at 
the  University  of  Tennessee. 

Included  in  the  new  building  will  be 
a  large  lecture  room,  offices  for  the 
home  economics  staff,  and  laboratory 
area  for  clothes-making,  homemaking, 
upholstering,  child  care  and  cooking. 
A  large  display  area  for  the  students' 
work  will  be  a  prominent  feature. 

Total  cost  for  the  building  will 
amount  to  approximately  $325,000,  in- 
cluding the  furnishings  and  equipment, 
according  to  Fleming. 

Construction  is  also  proceeding  on 
the  new  College  Market  in  the  College- 
dale  Shopping  Center.  Present  plans 
call  for  completion  of  the  Supermarket 
in  April. 

"The  most  unique  market  in  Ten- 
nessee," as  Fleming  describes  the  build- 
ing, "will  feature  decor  that  is  different 
from  that  seen  in  other  markets  in  the 
area."  Carpeting  and  a  low  ceiling 
l->etween  the  gondolas  will  be  contrasted 
by  the  usual  high  ceiling  around  the 
perimeter  of  the  store.  Besides  mod- 
ern check-out  equipment,  the  market 
will  feature  grocery  carts  designed  to 
eliminate  the  frequent  bending  by  both 
customers  and  store  check-out  em- 
ployees. 

Besides  offering  the  usual  super- 
market fare,  the  new  market  will  in- 
clude a  delicatessen,  health  and  natural 
foods  section,  and  the  sales  outlet  for 
the  college  bakery,  which  will  be 
moved  to  the  new  building  from  its

New  Health  Service  Opens; 
Facility  Cost  Runs  $41,500 


The  Student  Health  Service  at  SMC 
has  now  moved  into  its  new  modern 
quarters  on  the  second  floor  of  Wright 
Hall,  the  administration  building. 

Newly  furnished  and  equipped  at  a 
cost  of  S4l,500,  the  4,000  sq.  ft.  fa- 
cility contains  seven  semi-private  rooms 
separated  by  an  out-patient  department 
in  the  center.  It  is  conveniently  lo- 
cated near  the  cafeteria,  classrooms  and 
residence  halls. 

When  entering  the  reception  room, 
prospective  patients  and  visitors  are 
greeted  with  cheerful  sunshine  green 
walls  and  harmonizing  carpet,  then  es- 
corted into  patient  rooms  in  hues  of 
pink,  yellow,  blue,  or  beige.  The 
decor  was  designed  by  Mrs.  Betty 
Fleming. 

The  staff  is  headed  by  Mrs.  Marian 
Kuhlm.in.  RN.,  director  of  health 
service  at  SMC  for  the  past  20  years. 
Assisting  her  are  Mrs.  Virginia  Nelson, 
R.N.,  working  full  time  and  Mrs. 
Eleanor  Hanson,  R.N.,  working  half 
time.  In  addition,  three  senior  student 
nurses  work  shifts  of  12-16  hours  per 
week. 

Each  patient  room  has  a  private  ad- 
joining lavatory  and  commode.  One 
full  bathroom  each  is  available  for  men 
and  women. 

The  Health  Service  is  designed  to 
serve  as  an  intermediate  facility  be- 
tween a  dormitory  room  and  a  hospital, 
if  need  be.     It  works  closely  with  the 


Student  Counseling  Service,  making  re- 
ferrals back  and  forth. 

The  College  Physician,  Dr.  T.  C. 
Swinyar,  makes  regular  daily  visits  to 
the  Health  Service. 

Other  facilities  are  a  reception 
room,  secretary's  office,  drug  room 
(including  equipment  for  making 
blood  tests),  examining  rooms,  con- 
ference room  with  a  sofa  bed  for  the 
weekend  relief  nurse.  Nurse  Director's 
office,  first  aid  room,  small  kitchenette 
stocked  with  juices  and  soups  to  sup- 
plement the  cafeteria  diet,  and  a  three- 
room  efficiency  apartment  for  the  resi- 
dence nurse.

Second  Semester 
Enrollment  Hits 
High  of  1248 

Classes  have  begun  for  the  second 
semester  of  the  1970-71  scho<-)l  year  at 
Southern  Missionary  College  with  an 
all-time  record  second  semester  enroll- 
ment of  1248,  according  to  figures  re- 
leased by  Dr.  C.  F.  W.  Futcher,  director 
of  admissions  and  records. 

First  semester  enrollment  was  1336, 
indicating  that  the  school's  enrollment 
took  its  "customary  drop"  between  se- 
mesters. "A  drop  of  10  percent  for 
the  second  semester  is  usually  expected, 
so  this  year's  6.7  percent  drop  might 
be  considered  a  relatively  small  drop," 
says  Miss  Mary  Elam,  assistant  director 
of  admissions  and  records. 

Of  the  total  registered  for  second 
semester,  1227  are  students  studying  on 
the  school's  Collegedale  campus;  and 
21  are  on  the  Orlando,  Fla.,  campus. 

There  are  426  freshmen,  307  sopho- 
mores, 270  juniors,  and  194  seniors 
enrolled  for  the  current  semester. 
Fifty-one  are  registered  as  "special  stu- 
dents," a  des-gnation  given  to  students 
without  class  standing.

This  year's  registration  figures  show 
that  during  the  semester  43  students 
dropped  out  of  school;  25  completed 
graduation  requirements  at  the  end  of 
the  first  semester;  125  students  who 
were  enrolled  during  the  first  semester 
did  not  register  for  the  second  semester. 
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
